Senseless plunder' predicted 
on colleges by FBI’s Hoover 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— Director J. 
Edgar Hoover predicts college campuses 
will undergo more “ senseless plunder” 
by dissidents when classes resume this 
fall. He said the disorder will not sub­ 
side unless school authorities move 
strongly against it. 
Writing in the September issue of the 
FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin, Hoover 
cautioned that “ the decrease in campus 
disorders during the summer months 
must not be misconstrued. 
“ Just as soon as the firebrands can 
m uster a caucus of dissidents, we will 
witness a continuation of the senseless 
plunder which caused 
more than $3 


million of damage to colleges and univ­ 
ersities last academic year.” 
He said unless coliege and university 
authorities take positive action to con­ 
trol campus violence, “ it will not sub­ 
side in the coming months.” 


Hoover’s forecast of more campus 
disorders differed from views expressed 
by two other Nixon Administration offic­ 
ials that the campuses would be quieter 
this fall. 
Dr. James E. Allen, Jr., U.S. Com­ 
m issioner of education, recently said 
prospects were “ very promising” for 
a calm year on campus. 


Military junta controls 
Brazil government

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI) - President 
Arturo Costa e Silva suffered a stroke 
Sunday and B razil’s three top m ilitary 
men formed a junta to tem porarily take 
over the government, reaffirming mili­ 
tary control over Latin Am erica’s larg^ 
est and most populous nation. 
The m inisters of the army, navy and 
air force waived a provision of the con­ 
stitution that the vice president should as­ 
sume presidential powers if the chief 
executive is incapacitated. 
A medical bulletin said Costa e Silva, 
a 66-year-old retired army m arshall, 
was in satisfactory condition at the 
presidential palace. “ He is not so sick he 
needs to be removed to a hospital,” one 
of the president’s physicians said. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
declined 
comment whether the United 
States would recognize the junta. U.S. 
Ambassador Charles Burke Elbrick, in 
the name of the American government, 
sent Costa e Silva a letter wishing him 
a speedy recovery. 
The junta’s first action was to order 
all banks and the stock market closed 
today. 
A 
war m inistry announcement said 
creation of the junta was “ imperative 
for the security of the nation” while 
Costa e Silva “ remains unable” to work. 
The ministry announcement made no 
mention of Vice President Pedro Alezio, 
a civilian, who met Sunday with the 
three m ilitary chiefs to resolve the cri­ 
sis caused by Costa e Silva's illness. 
The three chiefs of staff who took over 
the government are Gen. Aurelio L ira 
Tavares of the Army, Marshall Marcio 
De Souza e Mello of the air force and 
Adm. Augusto Rademaker Grunewalkdof 
the navy. 
B razil’s 90-million inhabitants react­ 
ed calmly to the formation of the jun­ 
ta. Most of their attention Sunday was 
devoted to a World Cup soccer elim ina­ 
tion game here between Brazil and Par­ 
aguay.

LONDON (UPI) — Libya’s armed foro 
es overthrew King Idris at dawn today 
to form a republic in the huge, oil- 
rich north African nation, Libya Radio 
said. 
A domestic broadcast said the mili­ 
tary had proclaimed the country the 
“ Arab Republic of Libya.” 
The broadcast reported interm ittent 
volleys (gunfire) in Tripoli, the largest 
city, and said the army had set up road- 
blocks to enforce a curfew. 
Harbors and airports were closed, 
the broadcast said. The radio played 
m artial music between announcements. 
The army’s action was an “ internal 
affair” and was not aimed at any other 
country or any international agreement 
involving Libya, the broadcast said. 
The broadcast gave no indication of 
the fate of Idris, who has ruled the n a­ 
tion of 1.7 million since 1951. 
In Weisbaden, Germany, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Air Force European Head­ 
quarters said he had received no re­ 
ports of trouble at Wheelus Air Base, 
a big American facility outside Tripoli.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (UPI>- 
Tax-troubled state governors clamored 
today for more federal money with fewer 
or no regulations on how to spend it.

Marciano was a native of Brockton, 
M ass., a Boston suburb. 
One of the most popular boxers since 
Jack Dempsey ruled as heavyweight 
king, Marciano compiled a perfect re­ 
cord of 49 victories— 43 of them knock­ 
outs— before retiring as undefeated 
heavyweight champ on April 2*, 1956. 


He won the world heavyweight title by 
knocking out Jersey Joe Walcott in 13 
rounds at Philadelphia on Sept. 23, 1952. 
His last bout took place Sept. 21, 1955, 
when he knocked out Archie Moore in 
nine rounds in New York. 


Marciano, son of a shoe factory work­ 
er, started his pro boxing career in 
1947. Gross receipts for his fights total­ 
ed four million dollars. His purses in 


seven title bouts, not including radio, 
totaled approximately $1.5 million. 
Marciano was born Rocco Marc he g- 
iano, son of Piecino “ Pete” and Pas- 
qualina Marchegiano. As a youngster he 
played baseball and football. 
His first 
serious exposure to boxing occurred 
while he was in the Army, 


He fought 27 amateur bouts, winning 
all but three by knockouts. He lost to 
Coley Wallace in the All-East finals of 
the A AU tournament in New York in 
1948. That was his only loss either 
amateur or professional.

WARSAW (UPI) - A special 
permit that has allowed Polish 
Jews to leave for Israel ex­ 
pired today on the 30th anni­ 
versary of the German invasion 
of Poland. 
With the 
expiration, 
t h e 
Polish Communist government 
had almost finished the task 
Adolf Hitler began — to rid 
Poland of its Jews. 
When Hitler attacked in 1938, 
there 
were 
3 million Polish 
Jews. His gas chambers mur­ 
dered most of them. At the 
end of World War II, there 
were about 200,000 Jews in Po- 
land, most of them Commu­ 
nist who had spent the war in 
Russia. 
Regular emigration, despite 
difficulties, trimmed this total 
to about 20,000 two years ago. 
Then the government declared 
that any Jew who wanted to go 
to Israel could do so until Sept. 
1, 1969. 
The best estimate now is that 


there are perhaps 12,000 Jews 
in Poland, many of them with 
obscure Jewish origins they do 
not care to admit. 
Beginning today, Jews will be 
subject to the same regulations 
as other Poles if they want to 
emigrate, which means it will 
be much more difficult for them, 
if not impossible. 
The Polish press and radio 
were ftill of reminiscences of 
the German invasion 30 years 
ago. President Ludvik Svoboda 
of Czechoslovakia was coming 
for a visit on the anniversary.

major U.S. base turned

m ilitary headquarters said to­ 
day 25,700 GIs had been pulled 
out of Vietnam since President 
Nixon’s cutback announcement 
in June and reported the turn­ 
over of a major U.S. base 
camp to the South Vietnamese. 
The former U.S. 9th Divi­ 
sion base camp at Dong Tam, 
40 miles southwest of Saigon 
in the Mekong Delta, is the 
biggest camp yet turned over 
to South Vietnam. Two brig­ 
ades of the 9th division went 
home under Nixon’s pullout of 
25,000 men. 
In addition, 
the 
command 
said, the U.S. Air Force is 
removing 
4,000 of its troops 
from the air base atNhaTrang, 
on the central coast, and the 
South Vietnamese air force will 
begin taking over there. 
The announcement came as 
South Vietnam kept its troops 
in and around Saigon on full 
alert for expected Communist 
attacks and U.S. B 52 bombers 
went after suspected guerrilla 
positions outside Saigon. 
Military spokesmen said that 
as 
of Saturday, there 
were 
511,800 GIs In Vietnam, 
a 
reduction of 25,700 since the 
Nixon cutback announcement on 
June 8. 
It is the fewest number of 
troops reported in Vietnam for 
18 months— since early March 
of 1968 when 505,800 Americans 
were in the war zone. 
The Nixon 
administration 
previously had come under fire 
for 
announcing 
withdrawals 
when the actual troop strength 
did not fall 
correspondingly. 
American officials had said it 
would take until early Septem­ 
ber for the numbers to match. 
Seven waves of B52 bombers 
dropped at least 630 tons of 
bombs overnight on suspected 
hideouts outside Saigon. A ser­

Hanoi’s declaration of 
independence from France 24 
years ago Tuesday. 
The American military com­ 
mand said there was no change 
in the normal alert status of 
the more than 500,000 U.S.

Base aids 
high level 
research 
In man’s continuing effort 
to study and forecast weather, it 
has become necessary for sen­ 
so rs to reach higher and higt* 
e r altitudes. 
As aircraft became capable of 
flying higher so did the require­ 
ment 
for upper—air study in­ 
crease. 
Now, with the space program , 
data must be gathered from the 
surface of the earth to the low­ 
er lim its of satellite orbits. 
To aid m eteorologists in the 
gathering of this valuable in­ 
formation, the Office of Aero- 
space Research (OAR) and the 
M ilitary A irlift Command’s Air 
W eather Service (AWS) are de- 
veloping system s to gather data 
from the upper lim its of the 
atm osphere. 
One new system is in the 
form of a two - stage souncK 
ing rocket called the “ Super 
Loki-D art.” 
The newly developed m eteor­ 
ological rocket consists of 
a 
solid propellant booster 
as 
a first stage and a non-propul- 
sive dart as the second. 
The booster separates from 
the dart when it burns out and 
the dart then coasts to its 
highest point some 250,000 feet 
up. 
At this point the payload con­ 
sisting of a sm all radio trans­ 
m itter and a parachute - like 
retardation device called the 
“ Starute” which resem bles a 
flying saucer with a m etalic ra ­ 
dar reflective covering, is ex­ 
pelled from the dart. 
The transm itter sends back 
tem perature 
information 
to 
ground m eteorological 
detec­ 
tion equipment while ground r a ­ 
dar tracks the Starute. 
From this data, wind, temp- 
erature, p ressu re and density 
values can be computed for ex. 
trem e upper atm osphere. 
In late July, four Super Loki- 
D art 
m eteorological rockets 
w ere 
launched 
down the Air 
Foce 
W estern 
Test 
Range. 
These vehicles w ere developed 
under contract for OAR’s Air 
Force 
Cambridge 
Research 
Laboratory (AFCRL). 
AFCRL’s project engineers 
and 
a factory representative 
participated 
in 
the launches 
along with OAR’s Detachment 
6 and weatherm en from Detach­ 
ment 30, 6th W eather Wing, both 
at Vandenberg AFB. 
Detachment 30 provided the

He has forgotten how to 
sit on cue and the trainer is going mad. 
The trainer got a raven he owns on 
Land of the Giants and so between the 
missing trainer and the seal, the dog is 
facing the wrong way all the time. I’m 
so glad I’m in Hollywood. When we 
were dropped we were in New York, 
doing publicity for the series. NBC had 
us in eight suites with hairdressers and 
press agents. 1 just kept eating. Hope 
Lange and I had a $71 dinner one 
night. In a week my bill was $700. We 
kept getting calls from NBC saying, 
‘There’s a limousine going to the air­ 
port.’ But we didn’t go. I’m going on a 
tour for ABC. I really love it. They 
wheel in breakfast every morning! I 
was once a starving actor. Do you 
know that I was in f o u r plays on 
Broadway that ran a total of 14 years.

I started out to be an opera singer. All

word,

If they were only one-word parts, re­ 
views would say I had a promising 
voice. But I couldn't put words to­ 
gether. Do you know they fired 25 peo­ 
ple the first year Dolly was on Broad­ 
way? But they played it like it was 
wonderful. Once we had our cast pic­ 
ture taken for the cover of Life m ag­ 
azine. But (ien. MacArthur was dying. 
Carol C’hanning’s husband called us 
together and said, ‘Let us pray. Be­ 
cause if he dies, he’ll get the cover.’ 
Don’t you love this gossip? Michael 
Stewart, who wrote the play, sat in 
Carol Channing’s dressing room for 10 
minutes talking to her and she didn't 
know who he was. She eats rooster 
exclusively. If you ever smelled roos­ 
ter cooking backstage for two years, 
forget it. I might write that book after 
all. I'll call it ‘Goodbye Dolly.’ I write 
a lot of com m ercials. They serve such 
nice hot food at the studio. Hot food 
will get me to do anything. I'm going 
to be on Dean Martin’s show every 
other week next season. It’s a great 
show to do. There’s no rehearsal. Just 
a little traffic before air time. I asked 
what they wanted me to bring for 
wardrobe before we taped the first and 
they told me anything I wanted as long 
as I was sure my tuxedo for the finale 
wasn't jazzier than Dean's. The big 
heavy rehearsal for that show com es 
when a guy arrives with cue cards to 
see if you can read.

S E A T T L E , Wash.— (N EA ) 
—The district, dismal and 
dilapidated, is known as the 
Central Area. It’s four miles 
s q u a r e and s o m e 50.000 
blacks live there. 
The summit of their hill 
overlooks Skid Road. At the 
turn of the century, loggers 
sloshed t h r o u g h‘ muck to 
skid logs of new-fallen tim­ 
ber to the waiting mill be­ 
low. 
It's still a fast trip down­ 
hill, as the Central Area’s 
record of crime and violence 
testifies.

They divide their 
time b e t w e e n classroom 
work and on-job training in 
a pilot program of the U.S. 
Department of Labor that 
could be applied nationally if 
their efforts meet with suc­ 
cess. 


Bill W i e n k e, immediate 
supervisor of the five, says: 
“ They’re good They can get 
through walls of silence that 
others can’t.” 


Each of the five has been 
a s s i g n e d 15 to 20 parole 
cases, and they m a i n t a i n 
close touch with them in 
personal interviews to re­ 
view their progress. They 
also do pre-parole and job 
replacement investigations.

Nevertheless, the voters’ attachment 
to the Republican and Democratic part­ 
ies has definitely weakened in the last 
two decades.

is weakest of all among the nation’s 
college students, with a 1969 midyear 
poll showing some 44 per cent self-id­ 
entified as independents. 
Beset by their customary problems 
of organization and money, the parties 
are paying all too little attention to 
this basic snapping of their strength. 
The taiked-of new book by Justice De­ 
partment aide Kevin Phillips called “ The 
Emerging 
Republican 
Majority” has 
not a single index reference to indep­ 
endents. Yet shifts in voting patterns 
and voter attitudes are at the core of 
book. 
Few party professional or political 
scholars appear to have much real know­ 
ledge of actual voting habits exhibited 
by the socalled independent voter. They 
probably will gobble up a massive study 
of American political campaigns being 
finished off this fall at Harvard by Walter 


DeVries, former aide to HUD Secretary 
George Romney in his days as Michigan’s 
governor. The performance of the indep­ 
endent will be thoroughly scrutinized in 
this work. 
The existing figures on the extent of 
independent voting are, for a starter, 
confusing. As an example 25 per cent of 
those voters who in fact identify them­ 
selves as either Republicans or Demo­ 
crats indulge in heavy ticket splitting 
and ought to be classed as independents. 
But if this suggests that the indep­ 
endent category is even larger than the 
pollsters have found, it also has to be 
noted that 50 per cent of those who call 
themselves independent consistently vote 
for one party and thus ought to bear a 
party label. 
Still there is significance in their re­ 
fusal to wear that label. And it is a mat­ 
ter of record that ticket splitting, the 
hard test of independent voting action, 
is growing steadily— though mostly at 
state and local levels so far. 
If one could be sure that present 
attitudes of college students would hold 


as they grew older, a truly huge spurt 
in independent voting might be safely 
forecast. 
Polls suggest, however, that such a 
prediction might be rash. Prevoting 
age students are the strongest element 
in the independent category. Some 50 
per cent of those 18 and under so classify 
themselves. But only 35 per cent of 
those 24 and over mark themselves 
independent— and that figure is just a 
little more than the percentage for the 
general voting public. 


In a curious way, not just America’s 
youth but its older people are affecting 
the shifting ratios between party and 
independent voting. DeVries reports in 
a preliminary finding that many old­ 
sters are simply dropping out of the 
voting process altogether. Evidently, 
we will have to wait for his figure, 
since the major parties hardly seem 
award of the development, even though 
it diminishes their strength and increas­ 
es the proportionate size of the independ­ 
ent category.

Inflation all bad? 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Some highly respectable economists 
here are now beginning to ask them­ 
selves whether a “ little” inflation is not, 
after all, a desirable thing. 
Traditionally, 
conservative govern­ 
ments have worried 
when inflation rose 
by more than lVii to 
2 per cent a year over 
the long pull. 
But there is some

are not in a majority here. And this is 
by no means accepted government policy. 
But neither are these men on the eso­ 
teric fringe. One, for example, is a high­ 
ly regarded economist in the high levels 
of this government. Another, retired, 
was for two decades one of the govern 
merit’s most respected, conservative and 
cautious economic analysts. He now is a 
consultant for some major U.S. banking 
interests. While we were talking, a high 
government official concerned with the 
state of the domestic economy called for 
his advice on the current inflation prob- 
lem. 
What has led these conservative econ­ 
omists into what would normally be con­ 
sidered economic heresy can be explain­ 
ed as follows: 
Careful historical analysis and equally 
detailed studies of today’s situation indi­ 
cate that almost anything the govern­ 
ment can do over the short run to cut 
inflation also increases unemployment. 
The 
more inflation is reduced, the 
more unemployment increases. 
At the drop of a hat, this group of 
economists will “prove” their point by 
whipping out a chart plotting the unem­ 
ployment rate for any given year as 
compared with the rate of inflation. 
These charts indeed do seem to show 
that when inflation rises in the United 
States, unemployment drops proportion­ 
ally and when inflation flattens out, the 
percentage of unemployed increases. 
Therefore, as the Nixon administr^ 
tion (or any other administration) slows 
down the economy by holding down de­ 
mand in an attempt to “ cure” infl^ 
tion, the inevitable result, it seems, is 
almost sure to be an increase in un­ 
employment greater than the govern­ 
ment will be able to face politically. 
So these aforementioned economists 
think. 
The first victims of increasing un­ 
employment would be the Negroes in the 
large cities and the youth. 
The net result would likely be a sharp 
increase in unrest, and new riots more 
severe than in Watts, Detroit or Wash- 
intgon, D.C. 
It is for these reasons that these 
economists are toying gingerly with the 
“ inflation - isn't - necessarily-so-bad” 
concept. 
They put it this way: Which would 
you rather have, a lot of unemployment 
in the cities or, say, a 3 - per - cent - a- 
year rate of inflation?

WASHINGTON — The biggest and most 
hardy fiction of current times, the non­ 
fact that if only the war in Vietnam were 
not there billions upon billions would be 
instantly at hand to cure all our urban 
ills, has at long last been exploded. 
The man who is surely not lacking in 
interst in urban reform, White House 
Urban Affairs Assistant Daniel Moy- 
nihan, has officially — and with obvious 
reluctance — reported to President Nix­ 
on that even if the war ended tomorrow, 
all those bags of money simply would 
not 
be 
available 
for 
new social 
programs. 
The vast 
“surplus” 
so 
long predicted would in fact be eaten 
up by the rising costs of other programs, 
not excluding the new defense allocations 
that would be unavoidable if we allowed 
ourselves to be defeated in Vietnam, 
and by rising costs in general and the 
rising population curve. 
Thus it is that another argument of 
the extreme “ Peace” forces has joined 
a long list of bankrupt contentions. 
Clc transit 
the old alibi that if only 
we would get out of Vietnam, all could 
be put aright here at home. 
It almost convinces a man that there 
really is something in the old saying 
that truth does sometimes rise again, 
however crushed by mere hope and fap 
cile sloganeering. 
Yet this formal finding by the Nixon 
administration that the big rock candy 
mountain does not exist is perhaps as 
important for its timing as for its 
substance. For it is issued in the wake 
of the President’s decision to halt indef. 
initely his erstwhile plan for steady 
troop withdrawals from Vietnam. 
It is obvious that this could be used 
to support what is almost certain now to 
come. This is a harder line in Vietnam, 
however it may be described, not be­ 
cause the administration loves “ escala­ 
tion” and all that, but because of anoth­ 
er harsh reality that simply cannot be 
wished away. This is the reality that re­ 
peated one - sided American concessions 
to the Communist enemy have demon­ 
strably only emboldened him to believe 
that, having already got something, he 
can at length get it all and force an 
American capitulation. 
It would be going to extremes to p r^ 
diet that the President is now going into 
Vietnam with all guns blazing. It would 
be equally foolish, however, not to rec­ 
ognize that a policy of actually largely 
sematical yielding and yielding has put 
the President in a box so difficult as 
to require at least a reappraisal, how­ 
ever agonizing. 
Official Washington denies that the 
suspension of troop withdrawal is a major 
change in principle, and this is entire­ 
ly understandable. It is particularly so 
in light of the fact that both Secretary 
of State William Rogers and Secretary 
of Defense Melvin Laird had been talk­ 
ing of more and more withdrawls right 
up to the hour when the President him­ 
self said in effect: no more now, any­ 
how. 
For Mr. Nixon’s whole approach for 
many weeks has been grounded upon an 
earnest and indeed almost desperate 
attempt somehow and to some extent to 
placate the new isolationist doves of the 
Senate and to get at least some of their 
pressure off his back. The attitudes of 
Rogers and Laird may be explained by 
this circumstance. 
Both were trying, as the saying goes 
(and goes and goes and goes), “To keep 
open the dialogue” with anti-Vietnam

politicians and commentators. This was a 
normal and perfectly ligitimate political 
ploy, and all those who are not inter­ 
ested only in scoring debating points 
must regret that it did not work — so 
long, that is, as the President did not do 
anything seriously to weaken our actual 
posture militarily in Vietnam. 
The trouble, however, is that even 
though Mr. Nixon's yielding and yielding 
was in truth more symbolical than real, 
since he never intended to open any 
possibility of genuine retreat, it was 


not seen in that way by either the Com­ 
munist enemy or the doves of the Sen­ 
ate. 


The former saw it as evidence of weak­ 
ened American will and have acted ac­ 
cordingly. The doves chose to see it as 
a flat promise of early American retire­ 
ment and will most surely scream the 
house down if the President is now forced 
to increase our military action.

legal rights can result in light penalties 
or no punishment for perpetrators of the 
most vicious acts. It now appears, at 
long last, that the poor, battered taxpay­ 
er is to be accorded a little more offi­ 
cial concern for his rights under the 
law. 
The Internal Revenue Service has an­ 
nounced that an agent investigating alleg­ 
ed tax evasion must now advise the tax­ 
payer at their first meeting that any­ 
thing he says may be used against him, 
that he cannot be compelled to incrim­ 
inate himself by answering questions or 
producing documents and that he has the 
right to seek assistance of an attorney 
before 
responding. Certainly, taxpay­ 
ers should receive as much or more offi­ 
cial consideration of their legal rights as 
do lawbreakers apprehended by the po­ 
lice.
